EDITOR’S NOTE:— This is 
the concluding article in a series 
by Ralph H. Taylor , executive 
secretary of the Agricultural 
Council of California, analyzing 
the Ham and Eggs pension am- 
endment as it affects the farm- 
er, 

Farmers, probably more than any 
other class of citizens, are usually 


rock-ribbed individualists, with a| 


fierce pride in their individual in- 
dependence and their rights and lib- 
erties as free-born Americans. 

City “isms,” consequently, have 
made little progress in California’s 
back-country. For the farmer, re- 
gardless of whether he has ever seen 
the Statute of Liberty, knows what 
it stands for, knows where it is— 
and wants it to remain there. 


The farmer may kick about the | 


government at times, but he values 
his right to kick. And rural Califor- 
nia comes as near being 100 per 
cent American as any area in all 
America! 


It behooves every California farm- , 
er, therefore, to take another look! 
—a sharp look—at the 30-Thurs- | 


day pension proposal. For in that 
proposal are the seeds of dictator- 
ship. And militantly behind that 
proposal is the Communist Party, 
which is committed to the overthrow 
of the American government. 

At the outset, it should be em- 
phatically stated that there 
thousands of elderly citizens sup- 
porting the Ham and Eggs pension 
act who are good, loyal Americans. 
But it might also be stated that in 
recent years some of America’s 
leading statesmen have learned, to 
their embarrassment, that seeming- 
ly innocent, patriotic movements, 
with which they were associated, 
were actually camouflaged affili- 
ates of the Communist party. 

California farmers should remem- 
ber that the Communist Party, 
when it can’t get in the front door, 


cleverly! . 

Let there be no doubt of the fact 
that the “reds” are actively sup- 
porting the 30-Thursday pension 
scheme. Through its State Executive 
Committee, the Communist 
has formally endorsed the plan in 
the following words: “The Com- 
munist Party believes that ALL 
progressive-minded people, regad- 
less of their views on the workabil- 
ity of the Ham and Eggs plan, 
should support its passage!” 

Now ask yourself: “Just why are

He is Joseph L. Weiner, recent- 
ly appointed director of the Secur- 
ities and Exchange Commission's 
public utility division. As such, he is 
in charge of SEC enforcement of 
the provisions of the public utility 
holding company act of 1935. 

Weiner was born in Poland in 
1902 and came to the United States 
when he was eight. His parents 
were poor and he had to struggle 
for an education in the face of near 
poverty. 

He was graduated from Colum- 
bia University in 1923 with an A. B. 
degree. Three years later he emerg- 
ed from Columbia law school with 
an L. L. B. but he remained at the 
school to teach and carry on re- 
search work. 

In 1928 he joined the New York 
law firm of Hirsch, Limborg and 
Hess, and remained until 1932 when 
he hit out for himself. He quit pri- 
vate practice on Jan. 1, 1934, to 
become assistant corporation coun- 
sel of New York City in charge of 
utilities. Three years later he be-

Weiner is of moderate height, 
stockily built and is an inveterate 
pipe smoker, He works at his desk 
in shirt sleeves and often remains 
in his office until midnight. 

He is married to the former Ruth 
Lessall of New York. They have 
two children, a boy, 5, and a girl.

His hobby is reading the classics, 
and his favorite sport in tennis.
